of the largest financial, concerns in the 
world,''-having' a capital .of nearly 
S-l,000,000,000; and; it -now dominates 
the telephone business of'the country. 


The petitioner points, out that by 


reason ...of the' company's control of 
subsidiary conceffts ih"all" parts'-of the 
country the independents are practic- 
ally barred from, competition. 


COMPAJRE TRUSTS; 


It "is^ charged that.the\opergtions of 
tlie' American Telephone and 
Tele- 


graph Company in the acquirement of 
control of these subsidiary companies 
were incidental with the operations of 
the Standard Oil and Tobacco trusts, 
which, were declared illegal by the 
United States' supreme court. , 


"While bigness alone does not "make 
a corporation an unlawful monopoly," 
says-the petition, "it is certaln'that an 
investigation.of this gigantic corpora- 
tion will show that its history'.is re- 
plete with acts and manipulations for

"great 
movements toward 
federation 
which are now occupying so large a place 
in -the public mind," -Bishop Nichols said 
that 
Socialists , "plead 
the 
universal 
brotherhood in Christ as a' basic tenet. ' 
He Quoted a Socialist speaker as saying 
that If Christ should come to earth to- 
day those who "would be first to cru'cifv 
Him would be th0. so-called Christians." 
"Neither the church nor Christianity," 
said *the speaker, "can afford to Ignore 
what Is implied in .such sentiment and 
considerable 
honest 
heart-searching is 
going' on, and there is a disposition to 
face the facts and learn from them how- 
ever-disturbing and unwelcome they may 
prove. .

OFFICE SELF-SUPPORTING. 


As to the Cost for the conduct of the 


affairs of the office, I take it to mean 
the amount expended in maintaining the 
department, and as to whether or not it 
can be conducted upon a paying basis, 
referring to that portion of the report 
which states tli'at the office is supposed 
to be supported..by its fees, I desire to 
say that-the'Only revenue is from fees,, 
and that during the period from July 1, 
1906, 
to July 1, 1911 (the dates fixed in 


expert's report, Table 1), the' receipts, 
of the .office for filing documents, etc., 
all of which fees- are fixed by law, were 
5318,914.25, and the expenses, including, 
salaries of recorder, all deputies, sup- 
plies and general items chargeable to the 
office, were $310,123.98, leaving e. net 
balance paid into the county treasury 
of $9790.27, thus showing that the office 
was considerably more than self-support- 
ing.

While' it Is true that the business - of 


190G-1907 was abnormal, and that during 
the period between 1907 and 1911 It was 
not so great;-rand that the expense was 
larger proportionately;. yet the year from 
January, 1911.-to January, 1912, (my in- 
cumbency), shows that the receipts of 
the office exceed the expenditures about 
$1400, 
this 
being accomplished even 


though that during .this period the type.- 
writing and loose leaf-systems have been 
Installed; 'a system which will greatly 
curtail the expense'In :the record depart- 
ment of the office, a system which, I arn 
pleased to note, .meets with the approval 
of your expert, as set forth on page 5 
of the report. When this system is fully 
Installed in the office equipped for such 
work the saving In cost of record books 
alone will be nearly one-half, the cost 
of books being now . one of the largest 
items of expense In the offic«, at the 
same time the rate for copying can be 
reduced.

REGARDING EFFICIENCY. 


As to the efficiency of-a.public officei_ 


I take it that this implies the producing 
or causing effects:'. or • results, which can' 
only be acompllshed - by honesty of-'pur- 
ppse.by a,qualified person, the giving of 
prompt, careful and courteous attention 
to those having- dealings with such of- 
fice, prepared 'and ready at all times to 
perform, the duties of .the office .with 
competent employes and with dispatch, 
and the least possible delay or loss of time 
to the public. The keping of as near 
perfect records as human possibility will 
permit, all, of course, at the least pos- 
sible expense to the taxpayer. In the 
accomplishment of this, one must riot, by 
reason: of theory or'false economy, crip- 
ple or hamper a system which requires 
daily- regularity 'in- order that the best 
results'-may be obtained and that which 
practical experience teaches me that the 
public demand, namely, Service. . 
. The. Method required for the conduct of 
'the-office .is very largely prescribed by 
the act.creatlng the.office, as-the duties 
of the recorder are fixed by law, his 
record: books enumerated and his work 
quite clearly defined. 
While it may be, 


and perhaps is, true, that the Method 
adopted , in certain instances- should be 
remedied, ^nd what' has been termed 
by your ezpert as illegal practices, elim- 
inated, I feel confident that whatever 
system ;has been employed, in .'the past 
is the result of .careful consideration upon 
the part of :my predecessors, who adopt- 
ed them only after being convinced that 
In so .doing they, were_ acting within the 
spirit of the law.. The 'practices.criticised 
have been in vogue -for many years, and 
as they were inherited by me, I am, of 
course, unable to advise jiou as to what 
the necessity for their adoption Into the 
office'was. 
Suffice It to say that so far 


as I am advised, neither the grand jury 
or county experts have taken exception 
to them.

BUSINESS INTERNAL. 


As stated in exserfs report, the busi- 


ness of the office-is Internal, and . con- 
sists of recording legal documents, the 
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OFFICE HOIURS. 


The law requires that the office shall 


remain open to the public from 9 a^ m. 
to 6 p. m. Monday to Friday, and 9 a. m. 
to; 12 noon Saturday. 
"These hours are strictly complied with, 
all business of, the public so far a*' It 
appertains to the reception of documents 
and the conduct of the office Is con- 
cerned. Is attended to within these hours. 
After closing hours "all clerical work nec- 
essary to furnish satisfactory record for 
the abstract companies Is performed and 
In order to do this It is no uncommon 
occurrence for the deputies to work ex* 
tra hours at night and morning and por- 
tions of Saturday afternoons. "What the 
legislature contemplated as a working 
day I am unable to determine. 
Sup- 


posedly 
the 
hours were selected that 


would best suit the convenience of those 
having business with the office and.at 
the same, time afford sufficient time lor 
the clerical force to finish each day's 
work prior to resumption of business the 
following day. 
• 


As to the establishment, of a working 


day—that is purely a matter of'detail— 
and a. working day under present condi- 
tions consists of .such hours. Including 
those fixed b>- law, as necessity requires. 
Whatever the volume of business, the 
deputies would be and are required to 
work until all requirements'are met. 


NUMBER OF DEPUTIES. 
, 


It Is trua that the number of deputies 


is fixed by. the legislature, and upon the 
request of and by proper showing of the 
recorder. 'At the sessiqn of the legisla- 
ture when the county government act 
is before that body, all county officers 
are requested to appear before the dele- 
gation of their respective counties and 
make known their requirements. After 
several 'conferences and 'all 
facts are 


placed before the .committee, the request 
of the official is either granted or re- 
fused, and the present clerical\force was 
fixed only after .the matter had been 
placed before the committee by the of- 
ficials, the grand Jury and various 'Im- 
provement clubs of the county. As to 
the 'necessity of the present bill so far 
as Alameda county Is concerned, I re- 
fer~you to the petition heretofore filed 
with the committee on county govern- 
ment by my "predecessors, and which I 
presume. Is on file at Sacramento.1'The 
office riow has only the force given at 
the session of 1909'. 


Regarding the comparison of .the work 


done by the five deputies during the 
years 1906-1907: 
' 
' 


' I am. credibly irifortnea that .while it is 
true .that that number of deputies per- 
formed the work, It is also truS that at 
least four more deputies should 
have 


been employed 
In Jthe. work; . During 


these years the work was very heavy, 
and the recorder's office was rushed far 
beyond its ability to perform the work 
within the prescribed time. There .was- 
no way to Increase the office force until 
the following session of the legislature,, 
and whatever relief could • be granted 
must come through the Board of Surer- 
visors. ' The five, deputies then on' duty 
were compelled to work early and late 
each week day, Sundays and holidays, 
the index deputy working, from 5 ,p. m. 
to 6 and 6 a. m. each "day, while com- 
parers commenced at. 7 a. rn. and worked 
nearly every, night until 10 p. m., never 
missing at least a portion of each Sun-. 
day. 
This 
condition 
continued 
all 


through these 'years. In 1909 the entire 
act. was revised and the office given Its 
present. force, the salaries of all read- 
justed to conform to the value of serv- 
ices rendered, the chief deputy .of all of- 
fices in the county (other "than .assessor) 
placed upon the same basis. The com- 
parison of work performed by deputies 
'is* hardly just. 


DUTIES OF DEPUTIES. 


.While it is true that the prescribed du- 
tl'es of the deputies are the same, now as 
-in the past five years, it Is also true that 
by-reason of the greatly increased popu- 
lation, the large number of enquiries com- 
ing Into the, office, the enlarging of the 
number of searching firms, etc., the gen- 
eral work •incident to the conduct of the 
office, other than that, prescribed by law, 
has increased fully one-third. As regards 
the work of the office being performed by 
seven deputies I unresitatlngly say that 
in my judgment this cannot be done and 
.render the service the public demands, 
'with the present force it is difficult to 
accomplish this. 
What the increase in 


the business of the office will be I car 
only surmise; presumably it will Increase 
rather than decrease; at least from mj 
daily sheets as now runjjlnff I believe I 
am justified in making this- prophsey. 


It is no uncommon tiling to have one 


and often two, ,of my deputies in atten- 
dance upon our courts (as custodian o 
records) at one and the same time, and 
often an entire day is consumed. This re- 
duces the force; necessitates 
the 
1m- 


mtdlate shifting of the work, and retards' 
.the -service. 
Therefore,, it is my best 


judgment that the number of. deputies 
now employed, together with the recorder 
and his chief deputy, each and all of 
whom are actively employed In the work 
of the office is not excessive, and any de- 
crease in number would greatly hamper 
the' recorder, and detract from the ef- 
ficiency of .the conduct of the office. 


'"• COPYING CURRENT RECORDS. 
With few exceptions all records are 


copied In the records of the recorder's of- 
fice, the fee therefor being 
paid 
by 


the individual, (no part is paid or charged 
to the county.) The work is distributed 
amongst male and -female copyists, the 
males earning, approximately from $65.00 
to J97 for. four week months, and the 
females $53.00. to $65.00. 
For five week 


months, 
males $71.00 to $100.00 and fe- 


males J66.00 to $85.00. , This -for satls- 
fa'ctory work certainly does not seem an 
exorbitant wage. 
. 


The law fixes the allowance for copying, 


and the rate established has been deemed 
commensurate with the work performed. 
Since assuming the dutles'of recorder,.and 
with a view of reducing the present rate, 
if- possible, and at the same time getting 
satisfactory results, the typewriting sys- 
tem has been installed, and I shall heartily 
co-operate with • your association in de- 
vising any .plan, that will tend to decrease 
the expenditure of copying current rec- 
ords. 
Regarding the' comparison with 


the city and county of San Francisco, I 
desire to say that copyists in that.office 
earn $125.00 per month. 


" RECORDING BY PHOTOGRAPHY. 


, In this' matter I am* credibly imformed 
that parties representing this method ,of 
reproducing at one time took the matter 
up with a former recorder, and after 
general inspection of the character of the 
documents offered for copying a test was 
made and it was deemed impracticable- 
however, If it should be shown that the 
method could be used, it would, in my 
judgment, require that the law be changed 
so as to meet such installation, I here 
.quote section 4131 of article VH of the 
political code of California, relating to 
duties of recorder,•' eteJ, which section 
reads as' • follows. • ''He. must, upon . the 
jpayment of his'fees-for same, record sep- 
arately, in-free hand, or typewriting, in 
large and well bound separate books, 
either sewed books or. an insertable leaf; 
which when placed in the book cannot 
be, removed." 
Then follows the class of 


documents to be recorded.'" Under such 
section I do not think photography would 
be legal.

REPRODUCTION OF OLD RECORDS. 
'The practice' o£*reproductng'of old. rec- 
ords hasibeen the same':fqr many-years, 
the work'"has been done'.as necessity de- 
mands, and presumably upon proper au-- 
thority given. At the present time al 
.such work is being, done under resolution 
of the board of 'supervisors, and all bills 
for such Work are'rendered directly to the 
board. 'All, reproducers are under-direct 
charge of a. superintendent of copyists, 
who checks up all their work and .ac- 
counts for same. in the same manner as 
regular 
copyists. 
While the. -recorder 


could adopt the system ,of going through 
the records each year and selecting such 
records as require reproducing, yet ex- 


' perience teaches • me that whenever & 


record becomes damaged, defaced . and 
not legible, that that is the time for re- 
production. 
The rate of 
five-eights 


of a cent for comparing reproduced records 
should remain, and not .Increased; to 1 
cent AS recommended. 
.' 


Our record of work done by reproducers 


shows that the work was for copying, thai 
the number of folios charged was correct 
and the general rate of 6% cents allowed. 
I find no good reason for any' greater 
supervision. 


COMPARING CURRENT RECORDS. 
The comparing...gf current records is a 


most" important duty, 'and one that gives 
the property holder 'valued protection. 
Great care must- be exercised therein, as 
it is the last opportunity the recorder has 
for protection against errors, and upon its 
reliability much depends. Both systems'as 
mentioned by your expert have been given 


I trial in this office, namely, the folio basis 


and the flat salary, and the result proves 
to me beyond question that the salary 
basis ,Is far more satisfactory in obtain- 
ing results, and as a matter of fact, costs 
less, for between January 1, 1911 to De- 
cember 31, 1911, a difference in cost of 
the two systems, was some $200.00 and 
over, in favor of the salary- 
' 


The comparer is made a regular deputy 


of the office, thus attaching more re- 
sponsibility to him and at the same time 


having the recoitfs at all times In the 
keeping of a deputy.

SALARY DIFFERENCE. 


The difference in the salaries of these 


comparing deputies Is a matter that was 
passed upon by the committee on county 
government, they deeming It best to make 
the salaries as they now stand. 
I am 


equalizing this difference by haying two 
receive $125.00 each per month for three 
months, and then alternate the same 
period with the two; thus each comparer 
earns J112.50 per. month, this salary Is 
in. keeping with salaries paid jjroof readers 
on our daily papers, who I am credibly 
informed earn at least $110.00 for each 
four weeks' work. . Certainly the greater 
responsibility rests with the comparers. 


Having submitted a statement of the 


general .conditions and requirements of 
the office, I shall now give you my best 
judgment in regard to those matters not 
heretofore touched upon. 


Page 1. That the statements made by. 


your expert are all his own I cannot dis- 
pute. The tables submitted are not re- 
quired to., be kept. 


Page 2. Regarding loss through eco- 


nomic weakness, in management. I de- 
sire to 537 that every 'precaution is being 
taken which will tend, to correct what- 
ever'evil has heretofore existed. I have 
no objection to the use of a time clock 
for employes, but can see no good reason 
why the recorder himself should examine 
tho time sheets.

recorded." 
In ]909 this act jvas changed 


to include records in order to obviate the 
necessity of constantly appearing before 
\he board of supervisors, asking for the 
adoption of resolutions, and was made 
to read:

''The recorder shall be entitled to "the 


actual cost incurred by him for the're- 
cording of. all papers and documents and 
records In his office at the' rate of eight 
cents per folio for each paper or docu-

In ; 1911 the wording" of the Act was 


changed only insofar as the fee was con- 
cerned, namely;.6%c per folio being sub- 
stituted for 8c. While it ..Is true the 
Statute does not make It mandatory to 
pay 6%c per folio, the rate for filing Is 
fixed at lOc, and experience teaches roe 
that wh.en the character and condition of 
the -documents received for recordatlon 
are taken into consideration, and the time 
lost in deciphering many of .them, the 
copyist copying in long hand is certainly 
entitled to the full,aflowace.

MACHINE MERITS, 


Pages 5 and 6. relate to photography, 


and the merits of certain machines are 
set forth to an elaborate degree, I hav? 
heretofore touched upon the requirements 
for their Installation in this office, and 
shall be pleased to submit documents in 
order that tests may be made tending,to 
establish the fact as ; to whether or not 
such ' machines would meet the require- 
njents and'd&^the work.

question of policy. I find no law which 
prevents a deputy from engajrinff in pri- 
vate enterprise, so long as he devotes tlie 
time required by law to the performance 
of his official duties.

MUNICIPAL PHONE SYSTEM 


RECOMMENDED BY MAYOR 


Let Bay Cities Take Control of Home Com- 


pany for the'People, -Says Wilson 


BERKELEY. Jan. 23.—Instead of rec-| 


ommendlng that th« Pacific and Home 
telephone companies be permitted to con- 
solidate in Berkeley, In compliance with & 
petition before the City Council, Mayor 
"WUson today presented to the executive 
body a" plan for a "municipal .telephone 
district" for the bay district. The council 
endorsed his plan. 


Referring to a clause in the Home com- 


pany's franchise regarding the sale of the 
system to the city at the expiration of tha 
permit. Mayor "Wilson rays: "The fran- 
chise Is about to expire, not by lapse of 
time, but by economic pressure." 


Hfl recommended that Berkeley, Oakland 


and San Francisco take the lead In or- 
ganizing a municipal -telephone system, 
to include the metropolitan area :"from 
San Rafael, Port Costa and Richmond oa 
the north down both Bides of the bay to 
San Jose." ' 


ASKS FOR CONFERENCE. 
-• 


. "Wilson announced that he had written 
to the mayors of San Francisco and Oalr- 
land, asking-that a-conference be called 
to discuss the proposed telephone Clstriet- 
. In a message'to the Council, Mayor Wil- 
son made the most decisive demand for 
public ownership that he has promulgated 
einoo.hl* election on a platform pledging 
him to this principle.of Socialism. The 
communication, which was referred to the 
Council committee of the whole, is in part 
as follows: 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


• "teas than a year ago there was waged 
In this city the hottest political campaign 
of our history. In my last manifesto to 
the electors preceding the election day, I 
used the words: 'I believe-that the city 
administration should seek to secure the 
necessities of city life and' the advantages 
of city life, for the use and enjoyment of 
the humblest 
family and to put these 


things into our-Jjands at the lowest possi- 
ble cost for the best possible service.' 


"Therefore, I. stand for a program of 


municipal ownership of public utilities, to 
be Inaugurated and carried out as rapidly 
as the -'machinery of law can effect .it, and 
the popular vote of the people shall do- 
cide,' 
"It is safe to say that when the people 


of Berkeley went to the ballot box on that 
first day of April, 1911, they cast their 
ballots in favor of this principle of con- 
structive municipal socialism.

view'.of owning all our own utilities and. 
operating .them'at cost for the people.'

wasteful and unnecessary. -It is socially 
and industrially foolish, and Indeed ab-.

And the'Question 
is: Shall that monopoly be held7 by some 
huge grasping trust, or by . the people 
owning their 'own system,- and .admin- 
istering it for the use: and advantage of 
every family :and fireside in the com-, 
munlty?

"Instead of .permitting this, .rival com- 


pany to be absorbed -by the monopoly, I 
would propose that Immediate,. steps be, 
taken by the three cities in which the 
Home Company has been operating, and 
with"all the cities in the whole bay region, 
to develop a municipal telephone district. 
."The Home Company cannot sell out 


without our consent expressed In an or- 
dinancer- Moreover, the franchise con- 
templates-'the possible purchase of toe 
company by the city and presents the plan 
of appraisement, and requires that it soil 
to us if we make demand at the expira- 
tion of Its franchise. 
The franchise^ Is 


about to expire, not by lapse of .time,,but 
by economic pressure. 
Therefore, the 


cities and the people of these cities are 
the first "to. be considered as possible 
purchasers.

REGULATION IMPOSSIBLE. 


"T -would call your, attention also to the 


fact that the Berkeley franchise of the 
Pacific ^Telephone Company expires -in 
five years. .Thus the way is opened .in 
another: direeObn for a municipal system. 


"Let us also remember befor'e granting 


this permission to consolidate th*t the 
provisions of the charter by which coun- 
cil is authorized to regulate the telephone 
rates is in. reality of no avail., because 
the existing .rates aer not charges for 
telephone service In Berkeley, but for 
telephone service in the east bay cities 
area. 
Regulation 
of these

rates is in reality of no avail, ebeause 
tion. So that in case of excessive rates 
charged by the monopoly, we might find 


ourselves powerless' to regulate such 
rates. 
"Another consideration, presents Itself.

Richard Mills Fearce^ professor of re- 
search medteliio ra the Untreralty of 
PenhsylVBnla In the flrst of a series of 
Hitchcock Foundation popular lectures In 
medicine, delivered In California Hall last 
evening. 


The discourse, which was UrostmteiJ 


with lantern slides, was heard, by a large 
audience of university folk and residents 
of ths bay district 


The lecturer's Initial topic was "The Ef- 


forts of Isolated Investigators." The lec- 
tures will .tie'given every eventnff, ending 
on Friday. His subject tonight will be 


The Development of Laboratories for tha 
Medical Sciences." 
• 


In His Introduction last night. Dr. Pearce 
stated that the advantages to the com- 
munity resulting from research In medi- 
cine are advantages because such research 
has dono aVay with .conditions which were 
disadvantageous to the health, happiness 
and prosperity of the community. Such 
leseareh has removed or Is removing the 
Impediments to a 
higher, happier anc 


more prosperous civilization. Throughout 
the lecture the conditions of community 
life and Individual hygiena, medical prac- 
tice and medical thought, and of science 
and philosophy of such periods as imme- 
diately preceded a definite advance In 
medical knowledge, were portrayed. 
After a brief discussion of tho medi- 


cine 'of ancient peoples Iri Its religious and 
hygienio' aspects, the Influence of Greek 
medicine was taken up, and the Import- 
ance of. Hippocrates and his work as a 
basis of ^modern medicine was discussed. 
It was emphasized that after, Galen; a 
period of nearly 1400 years elapsed with- 
out essential advances in medical science 
or art, this period corresponding to the 
general state of knowledge during the 
Middle -Age*'; 
. . . " • ' 


Corresponding to the Renaissance In lit- 
erature and art occurred a revival of 
medical effort 
This was the period of 
Vesallus Who, by developing the method 
of accurate dissection, established anat-J 
omy as a definite science. Vesalius was 
followed by Pare, who revolutionized sur- 
gsi'y, by doing away with the treatment 
of wounds by boiling oil and the red hot 
cautery, and substituted more humane 
practices. The presentation of the condi- 
tions of personal and social hygiene at 
the time of the Renaissance threw an. In- 
teresting light on the extraordinarily un- 
healthy conditions under which'the people 
lived at that-time, thus affording a str,ik- 
Ing contrast to 'the grea.t advance In art 
ahd literature of that period.

The beginnings of modern physiology 
were ;traced to the work of William Har- 
vey and his discovery of the circulation 
6f=^ho blood, and to the Influence., of Jdhn 
Hunter' arid Haller.

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Rebating and American Commerce. 


The obstacles in the way of regulating ocean-freight rates are 


vrcll-nigh insuperable. Just now the Interstate,Commerce Com- 
jnission is investigating cases of alleged rebating, in which it 
is alleged that the transcontinental railroads and steamship com- 
panies acted in collusion to give shippers a combined rail and sea 
rate lower than the established rail rate.across the continent. .But 
the matter of regulation is a difficult one, for.it touches closely the 
trade prosperity of certain American coast cities. This difficulty 
will increase with the opening of trie Panama .Canal. 


The sea is open to all corners, and while American laws apply 


to American shipping,. they do not appjy to ships of foreign na- 
tions It is stated by A. -R. Dickinson, who is investigating the com- 
plaints of rebating for the-Department of Justice, that, steel can 
be shipped from Pittsburg to Manila .cheaper than it can be shipped 
from Pittsburg to San Francisco, and that freight,is shipped from 
Germany to Salt Lake City at a lower cost than if can be hauled 
from-Cincinnati to Salt Lake. Freight can be shipped from Eu- 
rope'to Chicago, which is hundreds of miles West of Cincinnati, 
direct by water, the Welland canal enabling sea-going ships to 
enter the Great Lakes without breaking cargo. Also the Canadian 
Pacific and the Grand Trunk railroads,• both foreign lines,, com- 
pete, for the traffic to Chicago. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has no jurisdiction over .those roads or the water lines 
operating through the Welland Canal. 
- ' 
- 


When the Panama Canal is completed, foreign steamships can 


lay down freight from Europe in: San -Francisco, Oakland, Los-An- 
geles, Portland and Seattle at rates that will defy overland rail 
competition. Either, the transcontinental roads will have to rebate 
in collusion with the ocean lines or give up the bulk of the foreign 
through traffic they now transport. 
. 


Mr. Dickinson says, the Atlantic steamship companies (all of 


which, with a single exception, are foreign)' are in combination 
whereby the European shippers of ;goods,and merchandise get a 
rebatk of- four per cent upon the traffic rates. This is a discrimi- 
nation against the American shipper that the Interstate 
Com-, 


merce Commission cannot prevent or control. When the,Panama 
Canal is opened this discrimination willjie to the great disadvan- 
tage of American manufacturers' in the East supplying the Pacific 


Coast market. If the import duty on structural steel be abolished 
"or reduced to .a: nominal figure Belgian and German'manufacturers 
will take possession of this market to the exclusion of American 
makers.,-The-steel will come direct by foreign ships from Antwerp 
and 'Bremen and -landed here at a cost that will drive out Ameri- 


can competition.'

it must be borne in mind that all,the'great foreign ;steamship 


lines-are subsidized one:way or another,-and are operated under 
larwslmuch less "stringent than the laws applying to American ship- 
plngi They pay lower wages and build ships at a smaller cost than 
they" can be built in the'United States, and can rebate as much as 
they, please. 
Of course, only American ships can ply between 


American ports, .but the Panama Canal, will throw open the Pacific 
ports to direct competition from Europe. Against this there is no 
protection save the tariff; and, that is .soon to be broken down ap- 
parently. Yet there is fatuous opposition to'the government re- 
bating the tolls on American, ships/pass'ing throughL the canal, or to 
giving American ships the same subsidies that foreign ships re- 
.ceive. In making "war'on m;nor traffic abuses practiced 'by the rail- 
roads we are' ;pntt!ng American merchants, manufacturers 
and 


transport agencfel; at a. terrible' disadvantage in: their home terri- 
tory. There is danger of the Oriental tra'de being entirely diyerted 
to the Canadian ports and the Panama Canal route, leaving San 
Francisco, Seattle and Los Angeles out in the cold altogether. .

Great Britain, conniving to .put a-slight on President Taft is the 
merest moonshine. "Nor woul'd the Duke of Gonnaught, the new 
Governor-General "of Canada, be in-any way discourteous to' the 
Presidentship :!!n his visit to this country.'; One may be sure-that 
all the arrangements for/the reception pi the: royal visitor have; the 
approval of President Taft. 
No doubt he has been "consulted in 


every particular. -Ttas nonsense to suppose that'Ambassador Reid

Civic Blighfs and Blessings. 


One of the' questions which is being forced'on the minds of 


observing citizens nowadays by the erection of modern skyscrapers 
at various points within the central business district is—How can 
civic pride be aroused in the owners of neighboring property now 
covered by either worthless, shacks or old-time buildings long -out 
of date so as; to induce them1 to make corresponding modern .im- 
provements"? "^The question is pertinent. Every'successive week 
adds to the potency of its pertinence... It is, also, important that 
it should be fairly, honestly and intelligently answered, for it af- 
'fects every interest in the community. 


Other questions crowd after that already asked. Has 
the 


owner of property, with disgracefully, dilapidated and unsanitary 
structures built fifty or sixty years ago standing thereon, from the 
use of which he is demanding a monthly revenue larger than the 
actual worth of the buildings, any right to continue that condition 
after his neighbor, in response to a community condition and de- 
mand, has put up a costly modern structure on his property? May- 
hap the hitter's enterprise has added immensely to the value of all 
property lying within a radius of many blocks around. • But the 
continued maintenance .by his neighbors of ancient and decayed 
cardboard shacks on their properties reacts on'him as a blight and 
^handicap on his own enterprise, for his property is not worth as 
much as it should 'be, owing to the value of the improvement he 
has made to it, because nearby property owners have failed to make 
similar improvements. 


.The east side of Broadway is a case in point. It is not many 


years since that side of the street was so unpopular ths.t it was 
.practically deserted by pedestrians, and a vast difference existed 
between east and west side property values in consequence. But, 
in late years, the erection of tall modern bank and office buildings 
on the east side of Broadway has revolutionized the situation, for 
no modern improvements, save the erection of the First National 
Bank building, has been made on the west side of the thorough- 
fare. The modern improvements on the cast side of the street have 
given a tremendous impetus to property values on both sides of 
the thoroughfare. And yet lining both sides of Broadway there 
still stand block after block of out-of-date wooden buildings utterly 
tmsuited to the wants of the community, and some of them abso- 
lutely unfit to be tenanted by human beings. How can such a con- 
dition be equitably corrected? is the question. Property supporting 
one and two-story shacks stand within the area occupied by the new 
modern fire and earthquake proof buildings erected, has quadrupled 
in the market value through the influence of these important im-

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provements, without contributing a cent toward the accomplish- 
ment' of that result. 


• A notable instance of this kind is now in evidence on the south 


side of Eighth street, between Broadway, and Washington street, 
where a four-story, reinforced concrete building has just been.erec- 
ted in the heart of a block of buildings which are an absolute-dis- 
grace to the, community and an actual menace to the public safety. 
If there is any legal process for their condemnation, official action 
should be taken for that purpose"and the structures removed as" 
unsanitary and.dangerous as firetraps. The new building has en- 
hanced the value of these wretched hovels, however, immensely, 
a fact which their owners have quickly-recognized. Perhaps the 
"only way to create a reform, in these conditions is for the Assessor. 
to take cognizance of the fact also,-and establish a value for tax- 
able purposes'.on .the unimproved property on-the same basis as that 
established on the improved property adjoining it' If.that were 
-done-the-Silurian"property owner would find it unprofitable to re- 
tain, wrecks/pn.his land for;.rent: at exorbitant rates and pay taxes 
on.-the-high -:value,it has acquired, by unearned increment. 


Progress of Wireless Telegraphy. 


Wireless telegraphy is making steady progress. It has become 


an important factor in the commercial transmission 'of information ; 
but it is yet, as remote as ever,' .apparently, from displacing the land 
•and submarine'telegraph systems as it was at the beginning. 


.It is-many years since Marconi established wireless stations on 


opposite shores.of the North Atlantic, and announced his• intention 
to solicit'.commercial business in competition with the. transoceanic 
telegraph:cable companies. The latter showed.no signs of alarm 
over the announcement. Mackay went on with the laying of the 
Pacific cable from San • Francisco to the Orient quite unconcerned. 
So did the British corporation with the cable connecting'Victoria, 
:B. C, with Australia and New Zealand.' They pinned their faith 
to submarine cable in preference to the vagaries of the air on which 
the wireless system depends for the transmission of its code. Mar- 
coni's intention was not carried out, to any serious extent at least, 
for the reason that the wireless system was too uncertain in prac- 
tical operation to assure prompt service which is an essential ele- 
ment • in all commercial transactions. 


.Wireless telegraphy has; however, made much progress of late 


years. The natural laws governing are getting better understood 
each year. The effective radius of transmission has been broad- 
ened immensely. It has proved invaluable in maritime life. It has 
greatly reduced the perils of navigation to those who go down to 
the sea in, ships. Many ocean tragedies have been avoided by it of 
late years. When his vessel is equipped with a wireless outfit the 
sense of security in the mind of the mariner is greatly strengthened. 


The United States Navy Department has become thoroughly 


alive to the value of wireless telegraphy as a means of keeping in 
touch with the various units of its fleets, wherever stationed or 
cruising. The department is, consequently, planning to solicit a 
$1,000,000 appropriation from Congress for the purpose of girdling 
the coasts of the United States with a chain of wireless stations 
and establishing other stations at its insular possessions and in the 
Panama canal zone which will be equipped with instruments pos- 
sessin°- a sending and receiving radius of three thousand miles. 
With such a chain of wireless stations the department at Washing- 
ton expects to be able to keep in daily communication with every 
naval vessel in commission in either Atlantic or Pacific waters. The 
results will doubtless justify the outlay.

•women's Inheritance laws. • Up till no^r 
women who have brothers' living can in- 
herit only- one-fourteenth part of their 
parents' real estate and one-eighth of 
tHeir personal property. Half-sisters and 
girl cousins have no rights at all so'long 
as their brothers are living. 


Two years ago 23 members Introduced 


a bill to, give to women tha same rights 
of inheritance as their'brothers. Though 
they cannot dp,so In the: case of: a will 
being made, the testators will now be 
allowed to leave Qieir daughters more 
than one-fourteenth or one-eighth part, 
on condition,that their shares .do not ex- 
ceed the brothers' or .mother* i. . 
' 


When the .bill becomes law Jt will make 


things far better for Russian'-women, but 


its opponents fear it will cause family es- 
tates .to be broken up In a, couple of gen- 
erations. The law of entail .will also be 
altered, so that heirs can sell estates 
which hitherto hax-e been unsalable. 


In Russia no father can entirely disin- 


herit his. children. 
The law Invariably 


overrules a will where this has been at- 
tempted. A parent must leavo his off- 
spring a certain amount of property. 
This is a relic of the old 'Slavonic com-- 
rhunal system, when every acre of land 
was looked upon as lent to -a man for his 
lifetime rather than given to him. So 
the only way In'which a man or'woman 
can be deprived of inheritance, is by Im- 
perial ukase of confiscation, . when th<s 
•estate goes to the Czar.

nor .to make many other noises that 
can just as well be avoided. None of 
you would make these noises in a 
bank • or public or private office, and 
I hope that you will be as considerate 
here."

"WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Emphatic 


denial that the United States Steel 
Corporation 
is 
a 
"monopoly 
as 


charged" was made to the Stanley 
investigating committee of the House 
today by President J. "J. Farrell in 
'continuing testimony begun yesterday. 
'.He declared it was not the purpose 
of the corporation to "gobble the ex- 
port trade of the world at any cost." 


"A monopoly of the Iron and steel 


' trade in this country," said Farrell, 
"Is neither possible nor desirable. 
There is no monopoly or anything ap- 
.proactiing it. Since the steel corpora- 
tion was organized there has been 
much new capital attracted to the 
industry and many furnaces have 
been -built which are not controlled 
by the steel corporation. 


"It is charged that the corporation 


is seeking to drive other countries 
out of the export market 
That is 


far -from the truth. The British'steel 
industry must export 40 per cent of 
its product in order to live. Ger- 
many must export 50. per cent and 
Belgulm-80 per cent. The production 
of the United States is greater than 
England, Germany and Belguirn com- 
bined and the domestic consumption 
is so much greater that export trade 
is not so vital. 


2,000,000 TOXS EXPORT. 


"It is true that before the steel 


corporation was formed the steel ex- 
ports-of the United States amounted 


about 200,000 tons a year. Last 
r the exports of the United States 


Steel Corporation were about 2,000,- 
000 tons, valued at $69,000,000, as 
against Germany's 5,000,000 tons. 


"It is not the aim of the steel cor- 


poration to grab the export trade of 
the world. We are conducting our 
export business on a safe and sane 
basis without any jealousy toward 
other nations, to whom export trade 
is of. such vital importance." 
The suggestion of the commissioner 


of corporations, Herbert Knox Smith, 
in his . report on the United States

ers yesterday afternoon finally de-

foundation for early business. This 
favorable turn -was not accomplished. 
however, until'after a minority of the 
stockholders had been defeated in an 
effort to carry out a motion to dis- 
band, presented by Judge E. C. Bridgr- 
ford. 
Out of the 19,563 shares voted 


at the meeting there were only 6437 
in favor 
of a distribution of the 


assets at the rate of $17 per share, 
while 13,126 shares were voted to 
continue: activity and float the re- 
mainder of the book stock at tho 
price of $18 per share. 
President E. S. Wagenheim. occu- 


pied the chair at the meeting. 
After 


the meeting had been called to order 
he outlined the proposition which had 
been decided upon if an effort were 
to be made in rehabilitating the con- 
cern. The proposition was three-fold 
and included in its scope a move to 
recapitalize for a smaller amount 
than $500,000, with the alternatives 
of raising $400,000 by the sale of 
treasury stock, thus bringing, the 
assets of the cbmpany within the 
possibility of obtaining a license from 
the state" inspector, or to dissolve en- 
tirely and distribute the assets re- 
maining 
in the treasury, 
to the 


amount of $507,782.80, among the

or-more shareholders.

President Wagenheim pointed out 


that the stock would first be offered 
to the present shareholders, and un- 
less-it was taken within a certain 
time the whole amount would be dis- 
posed of to certain parties who stood 
ready to take the remaining Issue.

said. Those who had paid only the 
initial $5- asked for organization pur- 
poses and who still were in arrears 
for stock for which they had sub- 
scribed, stood liable for the amounts, 
and those who had made partial pay- 
merits could complete them on the 
old basis of value.

time the stocX on the books of the 
company is held at $18, and at that 
amount it will he disposeds~o£ by 
March 1 if, tne present plans are 
carried out successfully.

23.—That polite conduct on the part of 
students of a certain department In the 
University Is on the wane and that pro- 
fessors are being disrespectfully treated 
is a charge made in the organ of tho 
Associated Students this morning. Under- 
graduates in the Orlnetal department Are 
declared to bs tho offenders, who are 
accused of indulging In wit of the "gut- 
ter variety." Editor Morse Cartwrlght of 
the Daily Celifornian scores the Impolite 
on.es in the following editorial; 


"The average student In the University 


of California,-we are glad to say, main- 
tains at Uast a semblance of politeness 
and respect for these, members of the 
faculty with whom he comes In daily 
contact. It is with regret that it must 
be admitted that there are some mem- 
bers of this supposedly educated com- 
munity who seemingly totally lack even 
common politeness and in whom any 
sense of deference for their elders seems 
to be foreign. 
* 
"Certain underclass men taking courses 


in the Oriental department by their ac- 
tions fulfil every requirement of rowdies. 
Their rather coarse humor and their dis- 
respect, besides being offensive to the 
professor in charge, is exceedingly dis- 
tasteful to the majority of those enrolled 
in 'he course. 
The -.editor has reason 


to believe that conditions last semester 
were much worse than those which havo 
manifested themselves so far tills year. 
"While the editor does not believe this 


to ba caused by any particular malice 
upon the part of students, he does be- 
lieve that their so-called "exuberance of 
spirits" is sadly misguided. The day of 
the rowdy is past; the Undergraduate 
Student Affairs Committee has Jurisdlc-' 
lion-over just such esses .is these. Wit of 
tho gutter variety deserves little pity."

Fifteen delegates from eastern Ala- j

a boulevard through that section of. 
the county, to he continued to San 
Jose on the part of Santa Clara 
county, would prove of great benefit 
to the county. The road would be 
run from. Hayward to Niles over the 
present old roadbed, widening. It for 
the purpose. 
From Niles to Mission 


San Jose the old road would be fol- 
lowed In part, with Bother sections of 
new construction to'avoid dangerous 
crossings, while from Mission San 
Jose the route suggested would., be 
partly old and partly new, connect- 
ing with the Calaveras road into San 
Jose. FOLLOWS FOOTHILLS. 


The road as proposed follows the 
foothills and is not that endorsed by 
the board of supervisors and Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and known as the 
•wishbone" route from San Jose to 
Oakland, aid In the construction of 
which will be asked from the state 
highway commission under the $18,- 
000.000 appropriation 
for highways^ 
The speakers present favoring the 


project asked that the board of di- 
rectors of the chamber endorse the 
scheme, such endorsement to be re- 
ferred to -the board, of supervisors, 
and' that the directors also appoint a 
committee to confer with the advo- 
cates of the scheme on details. Those 
who spoke on. the matter were: Henry 
Lachman, Mission:San Jose; Judge T.
